I  nave  your  note  conveying  the*  iudgme*nt  of  tne 
Drofessors  in  French  of  University  College  with  regard  to  the  additions  of 
tne  staff  which  they  believe  would  be  necessary  if  the  new  General  Course 
were  to  cone*  into  effect.  That  the  new  course  should  go  into  effect  after 
the  judgment  arrived  at  by  the  nature  deliberations -of  the  Council  last 
soring  'I  can  hardly  doubt1,  but  at  the  same  tine  'I  believe  that  we-  trust 
introduce  it  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  Take  too  heavy  demands  uoon  our  staff. 
As  you  rr.ay  remember  it  was  said  last  soring  at  the  t ire  that  the  curriculum 


was  Dassed  that  the  four  hours  for  tne  first  two  years  would  be  tne  limit 


for  which  arrangements  should  be  made  in  the  time-table:,  whicn  it  should  bei 
our  endeavour  to  reach  as  soon  as  the  conditions  would  oermit.  'It  may  be 
that  for  a  vdtar  there  would  be  a  little*  more  orassure  on  tne  staff  than 


usual  simoly  by  reason  of  getting  the  new  system  into  working  order:,  but  !I 
am  confident  that  if  it  is  the  iudgment  of  the  staff  that  we  are  working 
towards  a  better  standard  ot  education  they  will  endeavour  to  co-operate 
to  the  best  of  tneir  ability,,  and  oi  course  'I  will  endeavour  to  secure  from 
the  Governors  such  helD  as  may  be  found  to  be  necessary  after  we  have  seen 
by  oractical  exDerience  iust  where  the  burden  will  lie  and  wnat  he Id  is 
reouired.  1  am  afraid  that  for  next  year  it  will  be  difficult  to  secure 


additions  to  the  staft,  but  I  will  be  ablet  to  sneak  with  more  confidence 
in  tne  soring.
